A  brace  of  letters  faid  to  have  been 
written  by  Barbaczy,  col.  of  the  huffar» 
of  Szet  kler  to  his  royal  highlit  fs  the  arch- 
duke Charles,  has  been  publifbed  in  the 
New-York  Commercial  Advertifer,  and 
copied  with  avidity  into  a  number  of  the 
other  prints.  Thefe  letters  are  defigned 
to  fix  the  crime  of  the  affaffmation  of  Ro- 
berjot  and  Bonnier,  at  the  door  of  the 
French  directory,  and  were  they  true, 
would  contain  at  Icaft  prefumptive  evi- 
dence of  their  guilt.  But  they  bear  fuch 
evident  marks  of  forgery,  as  fcarcely  to 
be  entitled  to  a  moment's  conPderation. 
The  minifters  were  murdered  on  the  9th 
Floreal,  (Apr.^8th0 — Thefe  letters  were 
addrefled  to  prince  Charles  on  the  30th 
of  April,  and  ifl  of  May.
